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 August is Drowning Impact 

Awareness Month here in Arizona 

and with the summer temperatures 

reaching into the triple digits, water 

recreation is a common cure for the 

heat. Yuma has some great water 

recreation and we would like to take 

this time to pass along some water 

safety reminders. 

   Stay aware of your surroundings, 

water depths, water clarity, currents 

and other conditions. Be alert for 

holes, drop-offs, and channels where 

water depths can suddenly change. 

Be sure your swimming abilities are up 

to the conditions, always observe the 

“buddy system” and never swim 

alone.  

 Children should always have 

constant, responsible adult 

supervision around water. Never 

leave children unsupervised around 

water, and this is even more critical 

around rivers and lakes.  

       Be sure of your equipment. 

Always wear an approved Personal 

Flotation Device (PFD) when you are 

boating. Inflatable “pool toys” are 

not “approved” PFDs. It is especially 

important for children to wear PFDs 

when in or on natural waterways. 

 Alcohol can increase a person’s 

risk of drowning. Alcohol can impair 

judgment and perception. Alcohol 

and water do not mix and this is 

especially true if you are supervising 

children.  You do want to stay 

hydrated, but avoid heavily sugared, 

caffeinated, or alcoholic beverages. 

  “Tubing” on the river (or taking 

advantage of other local water  

recreation activities) can be a lot of 

fun, with the right equipment and 

taking the proper precautions! 

 Finally, take advantage of our 

City pools: Valley Aquatic Center, 

Kennedy Pool and Marcus Pool 

which are all staffed by trained and 

certified Life Guards.  Go to 

www.yumaaz.gov/parksandrec or 

call Yuma Parks and Recreation at 

928-373-5200 for locations and 

current hours of operation during the 

summer.

Recently staff from Parks and Recreation worked with 

representatives from Yuma School District One to expand the 

open space area, west of the sand volleyball courts at Kennedy 

Park. Gwyneth Ham Elementary School closed about four years 

ago. The land had been part of the school’s playground area, 

with approximately three acres that had a playground and 

Ramada on-site.  The District came to us and asked if we would 

like to utilize the property, to which we enthusiastically said yes!  

Although challenging, our staff  worked with the school 

maintenance staff on locating all of the flood valves that were 

connected to two other schools.  We isolated only the area we 

needed to irrigate so it would not flood the other school 

properties.  Staff also removed the damaged fencing, allowing for 

two open space areas without any obstructions in between.   With 

regular watering and the use of various fertilizers and herbicides to 

promote the health of the turf and kill the weeds, we are proud to 

say that we now have additional park open space for our youth 

and community to enjoy and utilize for sports, practice or play.

Golf Tip 
Having problems pitch-

ing the ball from 20 to 40 

yards? Try this drill for a 

better motion and closer 

to the hole pitches.  

First drop about a dozen 

golf balls from 20 to 40 

yards from your target. 

Then pitch each ball 

one handed, right hand 

if you’re right handed 

and left hand if you’re 

left handed. What this 

does is allow the club to 

work without tension 

and proper rotation of 

the club.
